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SUMMARY 


Baltiysk  Army  Barracks  Primorsk  is  lo- 
cated in  the  northern  outskirts  of  Primorsk, 
32  kilometers  (km)  west  of  Kaliningrad  and 
12  km  northeast  of  Baltiysk  (Figure  1).  Ka- 
liningrad Sam  Site  B28-2  is  located  3 kin  west 
of  this  instaiiation. 

Baltiysk  Army  Barracks  Primorsk  covers 
approximately  70  acres  and  contains  5 barracks, 


2 administration  buildings,  o vehicle  storage/ 
maintenance  buildings,  a storage  shed,  ami  3 
support  buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

This  area  was  covered  on  interpreiabie 
photography  from  7 KFYHOLIi  missions  between 
December  1961  and  July  1964.  No  major  changes 
were  observed  during  this  period.

Railroad  Service 

The  Primorsk- Kaliningrad  railroad  passes 
near  the  installation. 

Road  Service 

The  area  is  served  by  secondary  roads  from 
Primorsk. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  5 barracks,  2 admin- 
istration buildings,  a storage  shed,  and  3 
support  buildings. 


Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  .)  contains  2 vehicle  storage  buildings 
(230  by  55  feet  and  260  by  55  feet),  a vehicle 
maintenance  building  (150  by  50  feel ),  6 sup- 
port buildings,  and  2 large  maintenance  build- 
ings (210  by  120  feci  and  150  by  LOO  her) 
with  monitor  roofs.
